The initial contract prices resultant from this solicitation shall prevail for a one (1) year(s) period from the contract's
initial effective date. Prior to, or upon completion, of that initial term, the County shall have the option to renew this
contract for an additional two_(2) year(s) period on a year-to-year basis.

Prior to completion of each exercised contract term, the County may consider an adjustment to price based on
changes in the following pricing index: Consumer Pricelndex (CP1).
